FARMERS WILL FIGHT 
TAXATION AMENDMENT 


Columbus, July 30 —Recommendation 


that facts bearing upon the high cost 
of food be collected by Ohio county pros- 
ecuting attorneys through grand jury in- 
vestigations, and turned over to the 
state attorney general with a view to 
laying them before the convention of 
state attorney generals at Boston, Sep- 
tember 3, to be used as a basis for urg- 
ing federal action, was made by At- 
torney General John O. Price at the con- 
ference with county prosecutors here 
this afternoon. 


Governor James M. Cox addressing 


the conference declared. 'If condition*) 
are as we believe them to be, it will be a 
contest between you and certain ele- 
ments of evil genius," and "if we find 
that in the commercial relations be- 
tween men, the lust for gain is satis- 
led by artfully created privileges, then 
the common law must be invoked to 
bring it to an end." 
The governor also declared that the 


investigation may establish the necessity 
tor a department of food control. On 
this subject he said- 


"The time may have come when con- 


ditions will be vastly improved by creat- 
ing such an organization in every coun- 
ty, and have it tied into a directing 
head attached to the state department." 
"Whatever may be the cause of the 


present conditions, which are well nigh 
unbearable," Attorney General Price 
said: "It is to be determined what con- 
ditions exist which should be corrected. 
This is no time for heroics, but for the 
exercise of sane judgment on the part 
of those who are in official positions in 
order that unnatural or unlawful condi- 
tions, if existing, may be remedied and 
those responsible for such conditions be 
brought to an accounting 'n accordance 
with the laws which are available- to an 
accounting in accordance with the laws 
which are available to reach the condi- 
tions." 


On the question of a nation-wide probe 


of food cost conditions. Attorney General 
Price said: 


"My personal,opinion is that the state 


of Ohio should through its officials put 
forth every effort to discover the cause 
of the present condition of unrest in or- 
der tha tit may take its place as a con- 
tributor to a great nation-wide move- 
ment which I believe is timely and 
which can be conducted on lines which 
will produce the best results obtainable." 


Though an effort will be made to ob- 


tain a federal probe through congress or 
by the department of justice, Mr. Price 
made it plain that prosecutions in Onto 
under Ohio laws will not be neglected 
if sufficient grounds for prosecutions are 
uncovered by the grand jury Investiga- 
tions. 


Practically every county prosecuting 


attorney in the state was present at the 
conference, and took a lively interest in 
the discussions. 
Prosecutor Mau of 


Dayton, who already has started a grand 
jury probe was one of the chief ex- 
ponents of a nation-wide probe by tbe 
federal government. He said it already 
had developed in the Montgomery coun- 
ty investlgaiton that necessary facts 
cannot be obtained other than by federal 
officials. 


Thar the Ohio investigation is attract- 


ing attention in other states was indi- 
cated by the presence of newspaper men. 
Michigan was represented by two news* 
paper men from Detroit, who jumped at 
every bit of information that might be 
of interest in that state, where the at- 
torney general has ordered an investiga- 
tion. 


In ordering the nation-wide investiga- 


tion, Attorney General Price said:

Summer Time Hair. 


The hair in summer needs a special 


form of treatment to retain its beauty.

The very best sort of a shampoo is 


one made from the yolk of an egg. Soap 
should never bp applied directly to the 
scalp. 
It irritates the skin and m-tkes 


the hair harsh. When it is used at all 
it should be shaved fine and boiled in 
soft water until it forms a liquid of 
the consistency of soft Jellj. 
But an 


egg shampoo is more satisfactory as a 
summer wash for the 
head. Where 


there is dandruff it is especially bene- 
ficial. 


When the csg shampoo is employed 


the yolk should be beaten stiff with 
an egg beater and a pint of warm, soft 
water added gradually. It should be ap 
plied at once and rinsed off with warm 
water In which a moderate amount of 
castile soap has been dissolved. It dan- 
druff is particularly bad. add six drops 
of chloroform to the egg mixture and 
the effect will be found very beneficial 


After the shampoo, dry in the hot 


sun if possible 
This will do much to 


give the hair a glossy appearance and 
will be of gre-n benefit to the walp. If 
it is imiwssible to dry it in the sun, 
use towels and a fan 
The method of 


dr\mg by hot air employed in many 
beauty shops is very bad for the scalp. 


After the Shampoo the hair should 


be curled and a good hit of brilllantine 
applied. This will take away that fly- 
away look so dreaded by the woman 
who loves to make a neat appearance.

The whites again seemed to be the 
nore aggressive, the negroes" having 
seen converted to peace by saner mem- 
»ers of their race, or cowed by the 
brutal beating sustained by scores. 


Owing to the street car strike the 


comparatively few white, rjoters in the 
total population coutcl riot so handily 
get together last night and no large 
mobs invaded the black belt. It was 
mostly guerrila warfare, but exceedingly 
bitter. 
In some cases men would lie 


hidden along a boulevard and fire on 
massing cars occupied by members Of 
:he opposite race. 
In others, a few 


whites would assault a building, occu- 
pied by negroes in the midst of a white 
neighborhood, dragging rorth a victim 
to a brutal beating. The car strike also 
helped the negroes as a favorite form 
of attack on the first night of the dis- 
order was to enter a street car and 
drag a negro from the vehicle to the 
street where he was maimed or killed. 
The police have collected a veritable 
arsenal of weapons since the rioting 
began. Every hour a score or more of 
negroes are hustled into police stations 
and relieved of revolvers, daggers and 
razors. But despite their vigilance, 
arms and munitions seem to be plenti- 
ful. 


To start the third day of warfare, 


Patrolman Walter Sullivan was prob- 
ably fatally shot by a negro whom he 
was searching in a vacant lot. As Sul- 
livan fell, his partner John Keal, shot 
the negro dead. During the night 15 
other policemen were hit by bullets and 
one or two may die. According to 1Kb 
lice figures 15 negroes and 12 whites 
have been killed since the rioting began. 


Nearly 1500 negro employes of the 


city were laid off by official order ow- 
ing to the riots. Many of the number 
were employed in street repair work. 
By official order nine municipal play- 
grounds in or adjacent to the racial war 
«one were closed. Xot more than five 
per cent of the negro clerks, inspectors 
and janitors employed at the city hall 
reported for work and the greater num- 
ber of those who did appear were told 
to go home and stay there until fur- 
ther notice. At the garbage reduction 
plant only the whites, about one-fourth 
of the usual force, appeared for work 
and at the city's asphalt there was aj» 
entire ahscone of men. all of the em- 
ployes being negroes. All city work in 
the second and third wards, parts of 
each being in the "black belt" has been 
suspended. 


Negro chauffeurs, clerks and carriers 


at the postoffice were assured the full- 
est protection by Postmaster Carlile un- 
der whose jurisdiction are several hun- 
dred negroes. 


Coroner Huffman announced today 


that he had impanelled a Jury to inves- 
tigate ail deaths resulting from the 
riots. 


Police reports stated today that dur 


ing the spasmodic fifth ting of the night 
the torch had been applied to II houses 
In the west end of the "black belt." In 
each instance firemen and policemen 
had prevented any serious injury to In- 
dividuals or praperty.
